Kingston, Jamaica, January !8.—With- 
out warning the earth began to shake 
and tremble at 3:30 o'clock Monday 
afternoon. The shocks, which came 
from the westward, lasted exactly thir- 
tv-six seconds. The whole city rocked 
like a ship in a choppy sea and buildings 
reeled and fell. Eastward a dense cloud 
of dust rose and enveloped Kingston In 
semi-darkness. The shocks were most 
destructive along the harbor § front, 
where entire streets were leveled. Crowds 
of frightened, shrieking persons stream- 
ed northward toward the race course, 
hundreds with heads and bodies cut and 
bruised and covered with blood.

The salaries of the firemen weré raised ' 


last Thursday and yesterday morning the 
committee made a similar raise for the 
policemen. These raises, which were first 
urged by Alderman Qulillian, are only 
for the employees who receive less than 
$100 a month: 

The members of the board of education 
appeared before the finance committee 
Thursday afternoon, and President Ros- 
ser urged that if salaries were to be in- 
creased, the money be given to the boarae 
in a lump so that the raises could be 
made by the board as it thought right 
and proper. 

From what members of the finance com- 
mittee said, however, it seems that the 
raises for the teachers will be tne same 
as those given to the firemen and the 
policemen, that is, each teacher who has 
been receiving less, than $100 a month, 
will be raised exactly $5 a month, 

Members of the finance committee ar- 
gued that the board of education had 
already graded the salaries of the teach- 
ers, paying those who had served the 
longest the highest salaries, and that a 
raise of $5 a month all round would 
leave the gradation just the same. 

Final action on the matter will be taken 
this afternoon when the finance commit- 
tee holds its last session at 3 o'clock.
